CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  area  of  the  ()ldhur\'  Urban  District  comprises  3,54^  acres, 
divided  into  two  portion.s — an  upper  or  Eastern  portion,  and  a 
lower  or  WTsbern  part. 

I'he  upper  portion  is  residential  and  ag-ricultunil,  whilst  the 
lower  part  is  mainly  industrial,  and  it  is  in  this  part  that  the  bulk 
of  the  inhabitants  reside.  The  Eastern  portion  stands  on  the 
lower  bed  of  the  new  red  sandstone,  the  sub-soil  being-  of  a  sandy 
nature.  The  Western  part  stands  upon  the  coal  measures,  the 
sub-soil  being-  chiefly  clay  or  marl. 

I'he  industries  are  of  a  \aried  character.  Ironworks,  Brick- 
mak-ing-,  Hreueru’s,  Printing  W'orks,  d'ube  Works,  Railwa^-  Car¬ 
riage  and  Wagon  W’orks,  Uliemi<'al  W'orks,  Boiler  Works, 
Surgical  Dressings,  and  a  number  of  other  manufactures  are 
carried  on.  There  is  besides  these  a  numlier  of  small  farms,  which 
are  chielly  de\oted  to  cow -k'eeping  and  dairy  products. 

'I'lie  estimated  population,  as  gixen  by  the  Reg-istrar-Uicneral 
at  30th  June  last,  is  37,687. 

I  he  persons  rei'eiv  ing-  ])arish  relief  during  tin-  past  \-ear  were 
429 — iiS  were  in  the  W'orkhouse,  and  311  received  out-door  relief 
at  a  total  cost  of  /'2,43i  13s.  od.

Tlio  number  of  vaccinations  was  365,  wliilst  there  were  632 
slalutorv  declarations  of  conscientious  objeetors.  'I'bis  Is  g'reatly 
to  !)('  (le])lored,  as  this  vast  number  of  children  .are  liable  to 
inleetlon  b\'  not  beln^  pro'tected  b\  vaccination.  .Smallpox  may 
m.’mifest  inself  in  our  mi<lst  at  aiiv  time. 

.\  number  of  the  inhabit.ints  .attend  the  various  hos|)itals  in 
the  \lelnlt_v,  viz.,  the  West  HroTuwich  Hospital — for  g’cneral 
diseases  and  accidents — .and  also  the  various  hospitals  in  Hirmln^- 
ham — 'I'he  Children’s,  'I'he  Kye,  'I'he  Ear  and  I'hroat,  and  the 
(itiuaaal  .and  Queen’s  for  special  dise.ases.  'I'he  oper.atlon  of  the 
Insur.aiKa-  ,\('t  h.as  oreatlv  reduced  the  inimber  of  cases  who 
previcjLislv  atlentled  these  institutions. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

'I  he  net  births  belonoano-  to  the  district  numbered  1,055,  "•lii 
an  annual  birth-rate  of  27.9  per  1,000  Inhabitants,  which  is  con¬ 
siderably  hig-her  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  1919,  when  the 
number  was  784,  with  an  annual  birth-rate  of  20.7,  which  I  then 
stated  was  the  lowest  recorded  In  the  district. 

'I'he  total  deaths  ri'gastered  in  the  district  was  360,  which 
gives  a  death-rate  of  9.5  per  1,000  per  annum.  W'e  have, 
however,  to  add  the  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  Oldburv  who 
have  died  out  of  our  area,  \\z.,  at  the  various  public  institutions, 
the  \Vorkhouse  at  W'est  Bromwich,  the  Birmingham  Hospitals, 
the  Asylums,  etc.  'Fhese  numbered  85,  which,  together  with  the 
deaths  registered  in  the  district,  gi\e  a  total  of  4^5.  From  this 
number,  however,  we  have  to^  deduct  the  deaths  of  four  |iersons 
registered  in  the  district  who  were  not  inhabitants  of  Oldbuiw. 
'I  bis  gives  a  net  total  of  441  deaths,  with  an  annual  tleath-rate  of 
I  1.7  per  1,000  inhabitants.  'I'his  is  certainly  the  lowest  death-rate 
ever  recorded  in  Oldbury.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

I'luM'f  were  i)o  (li'iilhs  of  ('liildrcn  under  i  tcnr  rej^’istered  :is 
Ixdon^ini^-  lo  the  district  diirinj^'  tlie  year  i()2o.  'I'his  j^'ives  an 
inlantile  mortality  of  <^5.3  per  i,(jo(j  l)irths.  I'lie  mortality  rate 
is  a  oreat  improeement  u|)on  that  of  1919,  when  it  was  102  per 
T  ,uoo  births.  This  improeed  rate  is  also  the  lowest  e\  er  recorded 
in  Oldhnre.  ’J'here  is  not  any  doubt  that  the  sa\ injy  of  infantile 
lile  is  due  in  a  ^reat  measure  tct  the  work  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  and  the  personal  efforts  of  the  nurses  and  others  who  have 
taken  such  interest  in  earryin”-  (Hit  the  policy  of  this  important 
branch  of  Public  Health  Serxice.  The  mothers  of  the  infants  arc- 
all  fuliv  alive  to  the  benefits  they  have  derixed  from  the  instruc¬ 
tion  and  help  oi\en  to  them  in  the  brin^inj^-  up  and  proper  treat¬ 
ment  and  care  of  their  children.

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

I  he  Zymotic  de.'ilh.s  iiiinihered  58  (hiriniy  the  pa.st  vear,  ctan- 
pared  with  O^  iii  the  pretioii.s  year.  'J'he  deaths  included  were  as 
lollows: — Measles  13,  Scarlet  h'ever  8,  \\'hoo|)iiify  Coufyh  10, 
Inlluenza  ij,  Diphtheria  2,  Diarriuea  and  haiteritis  12,  and 
Itr\si])elas  1.  ’lire  z\nrotic  death-rate  was  1.5  jier  1,000. 

PHTHISIS  DEATHS. 

'J'he  number  ol'  Pidmonary  'ruherculosis  deaths  was  32,  with 
a  death-rate  of  0.8  per  1,000,  compared  with  26  deaths  and  a 
death-rate  of  0.7  in  the  jinevious  year,  'i'here  wire  also  12  deaths 
from  other  forms  of  d'ubercnlar  Disease,  which  included  2  deaths 
from  I'ubercular  Meningitis,  Tabes  Mesenterlca,  etc. 

RESPIRATORY  DEATHS. 

There  were  106  deaths  Irom  Ivespiratore  Diseases,  other  than 
deaths  from  IMithisis,  with  a  lespiratory  death-rate  of  2.8  per 
1,000,  compared  with  a  respiratory  death-rate  of  3.5  per  1,000 
in  the  prexious  year.  'I'he  chief  causes  of  the  deaths  were  Bron¬ 
chitis  44,  Broncho-Pneumonia  25,  and  Pneumonia  28  :  there  were 
also'  9  deaths  from  Laryngitis,  Pleurisy,  etc. 

CANCER  DEATHS. 

There  were  29  deaths  from  Cancer,  with  a  cancer  death-rate 
of  0.7  per  1,000,  compared  with  33  deaths  and  a  cancer  death-rate 
of  0.9  in  the  year  1919.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

'riu'i'c  wore  403  (';isos  of  infeolious  (lisoa.scs  nolifiod  in  llio 
(lislriol  (lurini^-  tlio  year  1920,  and  wore  as  follows  : — Scarlet 
l<'c\er  2H5,  Diplulicria  (ineludini;-  Menihrancous  Croup)  30, 
l''rvsipelas  12,  1’uerpi‘ral  Fever  3,  Oplitlialmia  Neonalorum  3, 
Pneumonia  84,  Afalaria  4,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  58,  and  14  of 
Ollier  forms  of  Tubercular  Disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  very  prevalent  during'  the  gfreater 
pari  of  ihe  year.  Although  there  were  no  cases  reported 

in  the  lirsl  two  months  of  the  year — Ihe  first  two 

cases  being  reported  on  the  28lh  I'cbruary.  After 
this  there  was  a  regular  continuance  of  the  disease, 

when  it  culminated  in  October,  when  25  cases  were  reported 

during  the  week  ending  the  i6th  of  that  month,  after  which  it 
gradually  subsided,  until  in  the  week  ending  25th  December  4 
cases  only  were  reported.  The  disease  was  mostly  of  a  very  mild 
type,  in  fact  .so  mild  was  it  that  many  of  the  children  affected 
were  only  ill  one  day,  and  were  able  to  get  about  and  went  to 
school,  and  in  this  way  the  di.sea.se  was  undoubtedly  spread.  A 
number  of  the  children  were  seen  by  their  medical  attendants,  who 
were  unable  to  pronounce  it  Scarlet,  as  the  symptoms  and 
signs  were  so  indefinite,  or  had  entirely  disappeared,  until  the 
de.squ.'imation  followed,  when  the  disease  was  then  recognised. 
Of  the  285  cases  reported  63  were  treated  at  the  Isolation  Ho-s- 
pital.  Holly  Lane,  d'here  were  8  deaths  from  the  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  30  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  41  in  the  previous  year.  The  cases  occurred  in 
the  various  words  as  follows  : — Langley  Wkard  2,  Broadwell  Ward 
4,  Central  W'ard  3,  Rounds  (Ireen  Ward  3,  Warley  North  Ward 
6,  and  Warley  South  W'ard  12.  'I'here  were  5  cases  treated  in 
the  Isolation  Hospital.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  the  disease.

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

^ift^-eii^'l^t  eases  of  l’ulmnnar\'  rubereulosis  were  repoi'ted  in 
1920,  compared  with  57  cases  in  the  |)re\ii)us  years,  iqiH  and  1919. 

I  bis  shows  that  the  disease,  although  still  prexalent  amongst  us, 
is,  fortunately,  not  on  the  increase.  'I'liere  were  14  cases  of 
']  ulierculous  Di.sea.ses  (other  than  Pidmonar\’)  notified  durinj^  the 
past  year,  compared  with  19  in  the  previous  year.  Most  of  the 
cases  are  dealt  with  at  the  d'uherculosis  Dispensaries  at  Oldbury 
and  Wharley.  The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  entirely  under  the 
control  of  the  Worcestershire  Countv  Council.

HOUSING. 

I'he  housino-  conditions  of  the  town  are  slowh-  improving,  but 
the  dearth  of  houses  still  continues,  and  will  continue  until  the 
building  scheme  which  the  Council  have  put  into  operation  becomes 
fully  effective.  Up  to  the  31st  December,  1920,  30  houses  have 
been  erected  and  completed  under  the  Council’s  scheme,  and  39 
houses  have  been  completed  by  private  owners.  liighty  houses 
were  in  the  course  of  erection  by  the  Council,  26  under  erection 
by  private  owners,  and  80  houses  were  in  course  of  erection  by 
the  Corporation  of  .Smethwick  in  our  area  on  the  31st  December. 

I  hese  figures  show  that  the  housing  conditions  will  be  greatly 
eased  during  the  coming  year.  Seventeen  houses  were  demol¬ 
ished  during  the  year  as  being  unlit  for  habitation.

AIr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  lionour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  Urban  District  of  Oldbury. 


HOUSING  ACTS,  1909—1919. 

The  inspection  of  houses  under  these  Acts  was  resumed  during 
the  year,  143  liouscs  havin^f  been  inspected.  Preliminary  notices, 
also  14  notices  under  .Section  28  of  the  Act  of  1919  to  remedy  de¬ 
fects,  were  served  on  the  owners,  with  the  result  that  25  houses 
have  been  repaired.  Seventeen  houses  have  been  demolished, 
closinj^  orders  for  which  were  served  on  the  owner  durinj^  the  vear 
1919.  Apart  from  the  work  under  the  above  Acts,  repairs  of 
varied  character  were  carried  out  at  145  houses,  and  140  houses 
have  been  cleansed  and  limewashed,  also  1,063  nuisances  have 
been  abated. 

PRIVY  CONVERSIONS. 

'I'he  conversion  of  old  privies  into  water-closets  has  fiecn  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  durin_s4  the  past  year.  This  forms  a  special  feature 
in  the  structural  alterations  for  the  sanitary  improvements  of  the 
district.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  privies  have  been  con¬ 
verted  and  two  additional  water-closets  provided  ;  this  relates  to 
the  pro\ision  of  water-closets  fur  293  houses.  In  adtlition,  four 
privies  have  been  demolished  and  three  pail-closets  substituteil  for 
live  houses.

The  work  of  refuse  remova!  has  been  carried  out  durine-  the 
year  witli  direct  labour.  Decided  beneficial  results  have  been 
obtained,  the  refuse  ha\iue'  been  remoM'd  more  ex|ieditiously  than 
hithertt).  The  refuse  collected  is  deposited  on  various  tips 
situated  within  the  district. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Four  hundred  and  twent}-one  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
have  been  inquired  into,  68  of  which  were  removed  to  hospital  ; 
286  houses  and  premises  have  been  disinfected,  and  275  lots  of 
bedding"  and  clothing"  have  been  treated  b_\"  the  steam  tlisinfector 
at  the  Isolation  Ibjspital. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

’flu-  number  of  w orl-ishops  and  workplaces  registered  in  the 
district  is  c)()  ;  this  includes  21  bakehouses.  Itlevi'u  cases  for 
limewashing"  and  three  cases  of  insanitary  conditions  have  been 
dealt  with.  \’lslts  have  also  lieen  made  to  the  |)remises  in  the 
occupation  of  out-w"orkers.

HOUSE  DRAINS. 

Repeated  visits  have  been  made  to  the  courts  and  yards  for 
the  pur|iose  of  drain  inspection,  with  the  result  that  1^3  new  drains 
have  been  proxided,  65  drains  have  been  trapped,  ventilated  and 
repaired,  and  72  drains  cleansed;  in  addition,  21  sinks  have  re¬ 
ceived  attention. 

MAGISTERIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

Proceed inr^'s  were  taken  in  one  case  for  the  abatement  of  a 
nuisance  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  d  he  summons  was 
subsec[uently  withdrawn  on  |)ayment  of  costs  after  the  require¬ 
ments  were  carried  out. 

CLERICAL  WORK. 

During'  the  past  year  538  preliminary  notices  and  177  statu¬ 
tory  notices  were  serxed.  'I'here  were  164  statutory  notices  com¬ 
plied  xvilh,  which  included  notices  xxhich  xvere  outstanding-  at  the 
end  of  the  xear  iqicj,  the  terms  of  xxhich  have  noxv  been  carried 
out.  'I'here  xvere  63  outstanding  statutory  notices  at  the  eml  of 
the  year. 

CANAL  BOATS  INSPECTION. 

I)urinf4-  the  year  1920  periodii'al  xisils  haxe  been  made  to  the 

canals  and  xxharxes  lor  the  |iui-|3osi‘  ol  canal  boat  insjieclion.  d'he 
X 
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i^’i'iic'ral  condition  of  tlic  l)o:its,  also  the  cleanliness  of  tlii:  occu¬ 
pants,  show  a  marked  improvement. 

During-  the  visits  to  the  canals  boats  have  been  inspected. 
'I  bis  is  a  considerable  decrease  on  former  years,  owinj.;'  to  fewer 
boats  Jilyini^'  within  the  district.  Of  the  30  boats  inspected  25 
wci'e  comjilyini,''  with  tlie  Canal  l^oats  Acts  and  Local  ( "lovernment 
Regulations,  tlie  remaining  5  boats  were  contravening  the  Acts 
and  Reg'ulations  in  the  following  particulars; — Absence  (jf  certi- 
licale  I,  certilicate  not  identifying  owner  with  boat  1,  overcrowd¬ 
ing  1,  painting  i,  dilapidations  1.  I'he  usual  notices  have  been 
served,  and,  with  tjne  exception,  the  complaints  have]  been 
remedied.  'I'his  also  will  be  remedied  in  due  course.  Four  out¬ 
standing  notices  served  during  the  year  1919  have  been  returned 
and  the  complaints  named  thereon  remedied. 

The  30  boats  inspected  were  registered  to  accommodate  119 
persons,  and  the  number  of  persons  occu|iying  the  cabins  were  : — 
Male  adults  3J,  female  adults  29,  children  of  school  age  21,  and 
chiklren  under  school  ag^'e  22,  making  a  total  ol  104  persons  in 
occupation.  'I'lie  ages  and  sexes  of  the  children  are  given  in  the

Admission  to  the  boats  has  in  no  instance  been  refused,  the 
masters  at  all  times  being  willing  to  carry  out  any  suggestions 
matle  for  their  welfare. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  infectious  disease  found  on  the 
canal  boats  during  the  year. 

I  append  a  statistical  summary  of  the  working  of  the  Canal 
Boats  Acts,  1877  and  1884,  for  the  year  ending  Decemlier  31st, 
1 920. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  during  the  past  year,  also  the  Assistant  Inspector,  Mr.  E. 
Harrold,  for  the  assistance  I  have  received  from  him  in  carrying 
out  the  work  of  the  Department.

Tliere  is  marked  improvement  both  in  the  cleanliness  of  the 
children  and  the  homes. 

CONSULTATION  CENTRE. 

During-  the  past  year  5,409  babies  and  children  attended  the 
Centre.  Of  the  above  nun-iber  344  were  new  cases  (under  12 
months  310,  over  12  months  34). 

It  is  most  pleasing-  to  note  how  much  better  the  infants  are 
now-  clothed,  (fne  rarely  sees  the  old-fasliioned  muslin  shirt.  A 
nicely  knitted  woollen  vest,  or  one  n-iade  of  llannel,  has  slowly  ljut 
successfully  cre|)t  in  and  taken  its  place.  Other  garments,  too, 
are  made  of  warmer  and  more  suitable  material. 

The  majority  of  mothers  attend  the  Centre  regularly,  and  I 
have  found  in  most  of  the  cases  wi-iere  special  advice  has  been 
given  it  has  been  carefully  carried  out,  witli  good  results. 

'I'he  Centre  was  closed  on  four  'Tuesdays  during  the  year.

Since  the  School  Nurse  was  a|)|)0'inled  she  has  \isiled  the 
schools  lo  examine  the  heads  of  the  children,  and  reports  that 
there  is  now  a  decided  improtement  in  their  condition. 

Kiglit  children  liavino-  dirty  hotlies  were  referred  fur  treat¬ 
ment,  and  18  were  to  he  kept  under  ohserxation.  'I'he  parents  in 
all  cases  were  admonished  ;md  instrueted  to  keep  the  bodies  of 
the  children  reyularl}-  washed  and  cletin  in  the  future.  (Jn  re- 
examimitiun  the  children  were  found  to  he  much  cleaner. 

Three  cases  of  Rin^'worm  of  scalp  and  two  of  Rinyworm  of 
the  body  were  found  and  the  children  excluded  from  school. 

I  hc}’  all  received  Iretilment,  and  htive  I'eturned  to  school,  d'wo 
cases  of  Scabies  were  akso  dealt  with,  the  children  returnint,'-  to 
school  free  Irom  the  disease,  h'our  cases  of  impetigo  and  nine  of 
other  skin  eruptions  were  reported,  and  all  were  dealt  with  satis¬ 
factorily. 

Ten  cases  of  Blepharitis,  two  of  Conjunctivitis,  two  of 
Corneal  Ulcer,  and  tw  oi  of  Corneal  Opacities  have  been  treated. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  children  were  found  to  have  defective 
vision,  and  were  recommended  for  treatment.  Twenty  cases  of 
Squint  were  also  referred  for  treatment.  One  hundred  and  five 
of  the  vision  cases  and  17  of  Squint  have  been  treated.  The 
parents  of  the  remaining-  scholars  have  promised  attention,  with 
two  exceptions  (both  Squint)  ;  the  parents  of  these  children  object 
and  will  not  .see  that  treatment  is  neces.sary. 

Twenty-four  cases  of  Ear  Disease  were  discovered;  21  ol 
the.se  have  received,  or  are  receiving-  proper  attention,  either  at 
the  School  Clinic  or  oi-ie  of  the  hospitals. 

'I'here  were  72  cases  of  Enlarged  I'onsils,  of  which  36  were 
referred  for  treatment,  and  36  are  to'  he  kept  under  observation. 
Eorty-six  others  were  acKised  treatment,  and  live  are  being  kejit 
under  observation.  Eort)-eight  children  have  attended  either  the 
If irminghani  Ifar  and  'I'hroal  Hospital  or  the  West  Bromwich 
Hospital  ui-ider  the  authority’s  scheme;  27  have  received  other 
forms  of  treatment.

J  wi)  eliildren  ha\  ino'  defects  uf  speech  were  recommended 
lor  tretiLinent,  and  two  are  to  he  ka  pl  under  ultsert  alien.  One 
child  has  ‘'een  treated,  ihe  olhtr  one,  who  h;is  Cleft  I’altite,  h;is 
ntjt  lieen  attended  to,  her  parents  tjhjet  tin^-  to  ;m\'  operation. 

'i'here  were  28  children  suffering-  from  (Jrtfanic  Heart  Diseti.se, 
2  were  referred  for  treatment  and  2h  are  under  ohserx'ation.  'I'he 
children  referred  for  tretitment  have  been  excluded  from  school, 
and  both  are  having  tretitment. 

Ten  cases  uf  Bronchitis  were  referred  for  treatment,  ;md 
seven  of  the  same  disettse  are  to  be  kept  under  observation,  d'wo 
respiratory  affections  were  ordiered  tre;itment.  All  the  cases 
referred  fur  treatment  were  atteiukd  to  with  benelicial  results. 

There  were  three  eases  ol  Bulmonary  'fulierculosis  referred 
for  treatment  ;  four  other  sus|jeeted  eases  are  to  be  kept  under 
ol)ser\ation.  One  of  Tubercular  (dands  is  also  to  be  kept  under 
obseiwation.  'I'wo  of  other  forms  of  this  disease  were  referred 
for  treatment. 

CJne  child  suffering  from  Chorea  was  referred  for  treatment. 
She  was  sent  to  hospital  and  was  discharged  quite  well,  resum¬ 
ing-  her  attendance  at  school.  Two  other  cases  were  to^  be  kept 
under  obser\ation. 

Eleven  children  were  suffering  from  Rickets,  and  were 
referred  for  obser\ation.  One  case  of  Spinal  Curvature  was 
referred  for  treatment.  He  is  being  treated  as  an  in-patient  at 
the  Roval  OrthopEcdic  Hospital,  Birmingham.  Six  other  forms 
of  deformities  were  found — three  were  relerred  for  treatment,  three 
are  to  be  kept  under  observation.  Two'  ol  the  three  to  he  treated 
ha\e  l)een  dealt  with  ;  the  parents  of  the  remaining  child  refuse 
to  have  an  operation. 

Thirt^■-two  children  were  re|)urted  as  dull  or  backward  ;  one 
child  was  reported  as  mentally  defect i\e. 

Four  hundred  and  forty-four  were  found  by  the  School 
Dentist  to  be  suffering  froiu  dental  defects.  Of  this  number  223 
have  been  treated  either  at  the  School  Clinic  or  by  a  prl\ate 
dentist. 

'fwintN-twoi  ehildn-n  wen-  found  poiH-ly  clad  and  booted. 
'I’here  has  been  some  Improxement  in  si-\-eral  ol  the  eases,  but  a 
number  of  them  remain  in  the  same  condition.

Burrow,  who  by  her  splendid  endeavours  had  proved  what  a  boon 
it  was  for  the  weakly  school  children  of  the  county.  The  County 
Council  offered  a  number  ol  places  t.)  the  various  Education 
.\uth<frities  in  the  County  (j1  Worcester  lor  children  re(|uii'ing 
open-air  treatment.  \’our  After-Care  Comn'iittee  recomnumdetl 
the  Education  Con'imitlee  to  engage  six  places  at  a  cost  ol 
per  place  per  annum,  which  thev  decided  to  adopt. 

rile  School  was  opened  on  .April  loth,  U).20,  for  the  lirst 
term,  when  six  girls  weie  sent  from  ()ldbur\'.  The  children  sent 
derived  splendid  benefit  from  their  stay  at  1  he  School,  they  went 
to  .Malvern  more  oi'  less  amende  and  generallv  debilitated,  thev' 
relurnetl  improved  in  every  wav,  having  increased  in  height  and 
weight,  some  of  them  gaining  iglhs.  to  itilbs.  during  their  three 
months’  slav'.  fhese  results  are  verv  satisfactorv,  and  lidl}' 
justilv  the  action  ol  the  Commillee  In  taking  advantag'c  ol  the 
scheme.  Ihe  g:;  children  sent  were  all  girls,  as  ihc  presiml 
buildings  are  not  suitable  for  taking  both  sexes.  \ow  ,  how-

The  Education  .\uthority  ha\e  submitted  a  draft  of  the  h\e- 
law  s  to  the  Home  Ollice,  which  have  now  been  approved. 

There  is  no  organiser  of  jdiysical  training-  at  present,  hut 
arrangements  are  being;  made  for  a  teachers’  class  to  he  held  in 
Oldhury. 

I'he  new  syllabus  of  physical  exercises  has  been  supplied  to 
all  the  schools,  and  instruction  is  being;  g-iven  accordingly. 

'I'he  Football  and  Cricket  Leagues  are  still  in  progress  lor  the 
hoys,  all  of  whom  are  keenly  anxious  to-  he  the  successlul  com¬ 
petitors  for  the  cups  presented  last  year. 

'I'he  Net-hall  League  for  girls  is  also  arousing'  great  interest. 
'I'hey  also  have  been  |)resented  with  a  cup  for  competition  by  a 
lady  who'  is  interested  in  their  sports. 

The  Childrens’  Care  Committee  still  take  the  same  interest 
in  following  up  the  cases  as  hitherto.  'I'heir  work  is  a  most 
important  one,  and  the  public  should  he  niade  aware  of  the  good 
which  has  been  acc.om|dished  by  their  labours. 

Huring-  the  jiast  year  Miss  Ricketts,  as  in  ]irevious  \  ears,  has 
carried  out  the  work  of  visiting  the  cases  recommended  for  treat¬

GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

I'lie  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  scliools  are  in  a  salislactory 
condition.  The  water  supply  is  plentiful  and  of  iirst-rate  quality. 
'I'lie  schools  are  kept  clean  as  far  as  the  work  of  the  caretakers 
are  concerned,  but  several  of  the  schools  require  toi  be  re-painted 
and  decoirated. 

The  teachers  still  continue  Uj  manifest  the  same  interest  in 
the  examinations,  and  give  assistance  to  the  Medical  Inspei-tors 
as  in  former  }ears.  I  ai:)])end  the  short  reports  of  the  School 
Medical  Examiners.

I  have  much  pleasure  in  ag'ain  presenling-  a  shfirt  report  on 
the  work  of  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  in  Oldliury, 
and  in  doinj^  so  must  once  ag'ain  express  my  hearty  thanks  to  the 
liead  teaehers  for  their  q'reat  assistance  and  kindly  interest  in  the 
work. 

The  attendance  of  parents  has  acfain  been,  on  the  whole,  very 
j^'ood,  and  this,  I  think,  is  a  hopiTul  sif^'n  that  tliey  still  retain  an 
interest  in  the  work. 

In  the  matter  of  cleanliness  there  is  not  much  to  complain  of, 
althoui^h  some  of  the  mothers  mig'ht  with  advantag^e  keep  a  sharper 
look  out  on  the  children  who  are  left  to  wash  themselves,  more 
especially  in  the  thoroug^h  cleansing"  of  the  ears.  The  heads  of 
the  girls  are  still  not  as  clean  as  they  mig'ht  be,  althoug'h  there  has 
lieen  a  g'reat  improvement  since  medical  inspection  beg'an.  The 
nutrition  of  the  children  g;enerally  is  very  g'ood,  and  they  do  not 
appear  to  be  suffering'  from  lack  of  sufficient  nourishment.  'I'he 
vision  of  a  large  number  of  children  is  defective,  but  I  am  pleased 
to  note  that  very  many  children  are  now  wearing'  spectacles  at 
school  (when  they  are  not  left  at  home),  much  to  their  advantage. 
I  wish  I  could  report  as  satisfactorily  with  regard  to  defective 
teeth.  Here  there  does  not  appear  to  be  much  improvement,  I 
am  sorry  to  say,  and  I  ani  afraid  strong  pressure  will  have  to  be 
applied  to  some  of  the  parents,  as  well  as  the  children,  before  this 
part  of  their  anatomy  can  be  got  into  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Enlarged  tonsils  were  fairly  common,  some  of  them  being  of 
a  temporary  character.  I  also  found  some  cases  of  goitre,  but 
none  of  a  serious  nature. 

Cases  of  otorrhoea  were  found  as  usual,  some  having  atten¬ 
tion,  others  not. 

I  found  several  children  suffering  from  valvular  disease  of  the 
heart.

Dear  Dr.  Buttery, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  a  short  report  of  the  work  of 
Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
Year  1920. 

The  attendance  of  the  parents  was  on  the  whole  fairly  satis¬ 
factory,  and  the  majority  of  them  expressed  their  willingness  to 
follow  the  advice  given  where  their  children  needed  treatment.  I 
cannot  emphasise  too  strongly  the  importance  of  the  mothers  being 
present  at  the  examinations.  Some  are  inclined  to  think  that  this 
is  unnecessary  as  their  children  are  in  an  apparently  good  state  of 
health.  But  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  disease  is  apt  to  be 
lurking  there  quite  unsuspected  by  the  mothers,  hence  the  examin¬ 
ation  loses  most  of  its  value  as  the  doctor  has  not  the  advantage  of 
an  advisory  consultation  with  the  mother  which  could  have  been  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  child  and  might  have  been  the  means  of 
saving  the  child  unnecessary  suffering  later  on.  I  have  already  seen 
cases  which  demonstrate  this. 

'J'he  nutrition  of  the  children  I  have  examined  has  been  fairly 
good;  there  is  also  little  to  complain  of  with  regard  to  cleanliness, 
clothing  and  footgear,  etc. 

There  were  a  number  of  children  both  in  the  Langley  and 
Warley  Schools  suffering  from  Knlarged  Tonsils  who  were  recom¬ 
mended  for  treatment.  1  am  informed  that  most  of  these  are 
waiting  for  admission  to  the  Birmingham  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital 
for  operation. 

I  found  several  cases  of  Otorrhoea,  most  of  which  are  receiving 
attention. 

d'he  majority  of  visual  defects  have  also  been  attended  to. 

'I'here  is  some  diOicult\’  in  getting  the  parents  to  realise  the 
importance  of  their  children  having  any  dental  treatment.  This 
however  will  probably  be  lessened  now  that  a  Dental  Clinic  has

been  established.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  several  who  were  re¬ 
commended  for  dental  treatment  when  medically  examined  have 
been  treated  at  the  Clinic  by  the  School  Dentist. 

1  fouml  12  or  14  children  siilTering  from  heart  trouble,  they 
were  not  siiiriciently  bad  to  need  exclusion  from  school  at  present, 
but  have  been  entered  for  a  periodical  re-examination. 

Three  hoys  and  a  girl  have  been  recommended  as  suitable  for 
admission  to  the  “  Malvern  Open  Air  School,”  all  of  whcm  had 
chest  aiTections. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Teachers  for  making  the  necessary 
arrangements,  as- also  for  lessening  the  work  in  other  respects,  thus 
facilitating  the  ease  and  comfortable  working  of  the  examinations.
